In the guidance document (issued 9/11/86) for. the subject reregistration, 
there is a requirement for "Simulated or Actual Field Testing for Aquatic 
Organism (No. 72-7). " ~nclosed' for the ~~ency's review are two copies of 
Mobay's protocol for satisfying this requirement. The protocol is entitled 
"STUDY PLAN AND TEST PROTOCOL: Mesocosm Test for Environmental Fate and 
Ecological Effects of GUTHION." 

Please note, Mobay is proposing to do a mesocosrn study based on guidance from 
the Agercy. The azinphos-methyl guidance docum&t (~ootnote No. 9, page 116) 
states: "However, a mesocosm study, using both fish and aquatic invertebrates, 
is likely to be more applicable to (all) registered sites." 

In addition, Mobay recently received an Agency review of a protocol for an I 

aquatic field study with reference to Mobay's pending registration of 
BAYTHROID 2 for use on cotton, EPA File Symbol 3125-GLR. Briefly, the Agency 
rejected the field study protocol and indicated a mesocosm study would be 
preferable.
